HEFURMS--SHAM AND REAL,

The revolt agalust the old partios
which brought populism into life as an
active factor In Nebraska politics was
Inspired primarily by resentment against |
corporate domlnntion of party machin-
ery, against caucus rule;, against foreed
contributions from public officials and
agalnst machine methods generally.

The original war ery of populism was |
Antl-monopoly, death to King
and away with the corrupt  lobby!
This political revolution was to be ae-
complished by the popullsts alone, be-
cause both the old parties were said to
be equally wedded to machine methods,
e¢qually under monopoly control and
equally corrupt.  To go Into partnership |
with democrats was just as revolting to
the genuine papulist as to go Into part-
pership with rallroad republicans, In
less than five years the lust for the spoils
of office overcame all the principles of
the populist leaders and the rank and
file were led Into a permanent alliance
with the democrats, through whom they
soon beeame tainted with all the politl-
eal viees they had so vigorously con-
demned,

The so-called reform forces have made

reform a byword and a reproach.  Thelr
antl-monopoly platform pledges have
Lbeen shamelessly ignored,.  Not  only

has there been no attempt made to re-
dress the grievances of the farmers
through the exercise of the power of the
state railroad commi=gion, but the bogus
reform commission has played into the
hands of the railroads and other public
carriers at every turn.  The $6.000 a
year pald as salaries to the secretaries
Is an absolute waste and the reform
forces have never tiken the first step to
abolish these expensive sinecures, "The
railroad assessments, denounced by the
populists as Inlquitous, have remalned
Just where they were hefore the reform
forces took charge of the state house,
In the meantime the reform state offi-
clals are enjoying as the reward for
their falthlessness to the people an un-
Timited credit at the rallroad free pass
counter.

King Cnucus has not only not been
dethronod, but never was he more in
evidence and potential than he has been
since the forees of sham reform lhave
come  into  possession  of executive
and legislaiive bravches of government,
The republicans formerly caucused on
the choice of legislative officers and
United Stater senators, but even o these
respects the ediet of King Caucus was
frequently overthrown. But the re-
formers have broughit the fron rule of
the cancus to perfection. Not only were
all ottices parcelled out by eaucus, but
every plece of legislation, whether polit-
feal or otherwlise, had its fate determined
by cauens, with its thimble-riggers and
irresponsible secret combines.  The re-
form caucns does not stop with legisla-
tion, but includes the division of petty
executive appointments.  Such reform
certainly must disgust  every honest
man who revolts agalnst the abridge-
ment of the individual freedom of the
soverelgn voter.

The founders of the people's independ-
ent party made as one of their primary
reforms the widest freedom in the ex-
ercise of the suffrage. The Australian
ballot was expressly designed to meet
this demand. The attempt to substitute
the emblem ballot, with one mark for
all candidates on each ticket, was se-
verely denounced by Governor Holromb
in Lis last annual message.  In this the
povernor voleed the sentiment of the
ereat mass of honest voters, hut the re-
form machine forced the ennctiment of
the obnoxious ballot law, designed to
promote traffie In votes and dlscourage
intelligent, independent voting. In-
stead of vetolng this bill the reform gov-
ornor allowed It to become a law, Such
is reform under the sham reformers,

As to the corrupt lohby which was to
he abolished, there was little need of it,
inasmuch as the reform  forees were
gteored through the well olled tripartite
machine that handled the reform mem-
bers and delivered caucus decrecs by
coutract at satisfactory rates,

SOMETHING ACCOUMPLISHED,

The American and Spanish peace com-
missioners have reached an agreement
regarvding Cuba and Porto Rico, the
American demands being coneeded in all
essentlal points, 1f these demands were
confined to the teyms of the protocol they
are shoply that Spain shall rvelinguish
all clalm of soverelgnty over and title to
Cuba, that Porto Rico and other Spanish
Islands in the West Indies shall be ceded
to the United States and that Cuba,
Porto Rico and other Spanish islands in
the West Indies shall be lmmedintely
evacunted. It was not expected that
Spain would hesitate to acquiesce in
these demands, the protocol having fully
committed that government to thelp ac-
ceptance in the peace negotiations, but
it was apprehended that Spain would

ask sowme conditions or concessions
that might cowmplicate the situa-
tion. It would seem from the re-
port from [I'aris that none of the

incldental matters which it had been o
timated might be subwmitted were pre-
sentell by the Bpanish commissloners, a
fact In some degree reassuring, sinee it
suggests that if the Spanish government
has at any time contemplated demwand-
ing any concesslons respecting the
Caban debt, Spaln’s property Interests
in Cuba and other ineldental questions,
it has been persunded of the uselessness
of dolng so, 8o far as the West Indies
are concerned, therefore, it appears safe
to say that there Is to be no hiteh in
the negotintions, for of course the agree-
ment reached by the commissloners will
be approved by the governments,
What has been accomplished in this di-
rection is, however, the shmplest part of
the work to be done. The paramount
and vital guestion to be determined, the
disposition of the Philipplnes, has not
yet been touched upon, The position of
the governments in regard to this is
knowan only to the cabinets and the com.
misslopers. ‘T'here Is still reason to be-
Heve, notwithstanding rumors and fnti-
matlons to the contrury, that the terri-
torial demand of the United States will

dent, on the other hand, is presumed to
be influenced chiefly, or altogether, by
the latter considerations, determining
the course to be pursued with reference
to possible complications, the cost of
garrisoning and governing the new pos-

| sesslons and the difficulties that may be

encountered In managing an allen peo-
ple. In regavd 1o the attitude of Spain,
it 18 to be expected that any demand of
the United Siates beyond simply a naval
statlon will be opposed.  Spain wounld
probably as soon give up all the PPhilip-
pines ns part with the most lmportant
Island of the group, Luzon. IHence (I
our gavernment proposes to retnin pos-
gession of that Island, as 1s highly prob-
able, Spain will undoubtedly protest
with all possible wigor. It will be
futile, of course, If the Unlted States
shall Insist, beecause Spaln cannot back
up its protest, but it will operate to pro-
long negotiations and may win for Spain
additlonal sympathy In Europe,

The agreement regarding Cuaba and
Porto Rico Is a step toward the consume-
mation sought, but it I8 really only a
short step. Muoch remains to be done
before the peace negotlations are con-
cluded.

REVENUE REVISION.

It 13 probable that congress will be
called upon very early in the coming ses-
slon to consider the question of revenne
revision, It is pointed out that the re-
dundant revenues which arve piling up in
the treasury make the consideration of
the revenue problem a pressing duty.
The treasury now has a balance of about
£310,000,000 and would have still more
but for the anticipations of interest not
yet due and the voluntary redemption of
unmatured bonds, The secretary of the
treasury has been compelled to adopt
the policy of relleving the money mor-
ket by transferring more than a quar-
ter of the cash balance into the banks,
but this is & podey that eannot be
indefinitely continued. It I8 expected
that there will be n strong disposition
to incrense expenditures, especially for
military and naval purposes, but even
these expenditures will probably leave
n surplus to be gotten rid of by reve-
nue reforms., Undoubtedly it will be
proposed In congress to lop off some of
the vrovisions of the new revenue law
and it will have a strong public sup-
port, There are features of the law
which unquestlionably  can  be  dis-
pensed with advantageously to the busi-
ness public and this should De done.
The law is distinetively a war measure
and while it may be expedient to re-
tnin In effect portions of it, those in-
terests upon which it bears hardest
should be given relief as soon as possi-
ble. T'he matter is one for careful delib-
erition, but it is plain that revenue re-
vision has become inperative.

DANGERS OF INMPERIALISM.

Prof. MuacDonald of Bowdoin col-
lege forcefully presents in the current
number of the Forum some of the dan-
gers of a policy of imperialism on the
part of the United States, One serious
danger of such a polley, he declares, 1s
in the lkellhood of pressure from our
new acquisitions for admission to the
union a8 states, To admit them, sooner
or later, Is to follow a long line of prece.
dents; to debar them Is to adopt a
wholly new theory of national polley.
Under a poliey of imperialism—of terri-
torlal acquisition—we must choose be-
tween giving new possessions statehood
and governing them as colonies, the lat-
ter o course which might be fraught
with grave menace to our whole consti-
tutional system,

Closely connected, says Prof. Mae-
Donald, with the danger of foreed ad-
mission of detached states s the danger
of the abandonment, or, at least, the
modification of our belief in universal
suffrage. One of the strongest arguments
agninst the admission as a state of such
a dependency as Hawall Involves o de-
nial of universal suffrage as a measure
of universal application. We shrink
from entrusting political control to dark-
skinned Hawailans of uncertnin pedi-
gree  and  problematie  elvilization,
Iow true this is is shown in the fact
that it Is seriously proposed to reauire
a property qualification for the exercise
of the suffrage In Hawaii, fixing the
amonut at such a fgure as would leave
perhaps nine-tenths of the people dis-
franchised. Any attempt, says Prof.
MacDonald, to deal with the peoply of
our new possessions on terms less liberal
than we have thus far accorded to the
lowest elements in our own cosmopoli-
tan population can hardly be eonstrued
otherwise than as a withdrawal from
our present advanced position, or oper-
ute otherwise than as an argument in

fayor of a4 restriction of the
suffrage In  certaln  states  of  the
unlon, partienlarly In  the south,
and as a  check on democratic

progress the world over. Universal suf-
frage for contlnental Awericans, how-
ever lgnorant and degraded, and re-
strieted suffrage for Hawalian Ameri-
cans and others, would be a combina-
tion whose reactionary effect might well
be feared. Can there be a reasonable
doubt of this? What a spectacle this
republic would prescut to the world In
denylog universal suffrage to oue por-
tion of lts people while giving it to an-
other portion. Nothing can be more
certain than that under such a poliey
the candinal principles of our politicnl
systewy would in thwe be lost to milllons
of our own people. Here Is a danger
which thoughtful men and particularly
the comwmon people should most seri-
ously consldey,

P'rof. MacDooald urges that an fm-
perial policy is a costly polley and he
Lins most substantinl ground for this
assertion In the expericuce of every na-

an

perialism a2 a danger;, not =0 much be
ennse of the inereased burden it will lay
upon the people, as becange of lts pos-
sible Influence upon the national tem.
per. The gqnestion Is not whether we
are able to pay, which I8 perhaps not
o be doubitedd, but whether It s worth
while to pay. Unlogs added taxation
can be offset by enlarged opportunities
for eaplial and labor and the tangible
evidences of materinl prosperity still in-
crease among us, the possession of Is-
lands in the Atlantie or Pacitic, or conl-
Ing stations In the Philippioes or the
Ladrones, may well come to seem too
dearly bought,

Prof. MacDonald presenig most con-
vineing arguments against a policy of
imperialism, which merit the careful at-
tentlon of every citizen. He says in
conclusion:  “lmperial dominion and
imperinl influence, disgoclated from the
gordid elements attending them, are fas-
cinating objects of national ambition;
but they would be indeed dearly bought
If thelr price were the sacrifice of any
of the things which thus far have made
us groat.”

DO EXPOSITIONS PAY?

In the early stages of the Transmlis-
slssippl Exposition many men in this
communlty and not a few Influential
newspapers throughout the country ex-
pressed doubt that expositions counld be
falrly adjudged beneficial to citles pro-
Jeeting them. These citles at home and
abroad were not slow to assert a bheller
that the financial guceess of the Omnha
Exposition was  highly problematieal.
Their opinions were based upon the ex-
perlence of Chicago, Atlanta and Nash-
ville. Nobody  could gainsay the
extraordinary  success  of the Co-
lumblan  fair In an  artistic  sense
but the finaneial distress  which
followed in lts wake was cited as an
example of the illeffects of expositions
upon cities standing ns sponsors for
such undertakings.  Atlanta was cited
as a partinl failore, while the success
of the Nashville fair was open to some
question, - .

The projectors of the Transmississippi
Exposition discounted all these predie-
tions of disgster and  forged aliead.
They kiew that the stressful conditions
following the Columbian fair were In
no sense atttibutable to that exposition,
but rather to foolhardy speculitors who
aperated in real estute and in the bulld-
Ing of topheavy structures in the eity
to an extent ont of all proportion to pos-
sible demands and in spite of the die-
tates of sound business principles, They
argued furthier that business conditions
In Chieago would have been much
more direful but for the benetits directly
tracenble to the Worlil's Faiy, The opin-
fon prevailed liere that success or fail-
ure at Atlunia or Nashville could have
no Learing on the destiny of the Trans-
mississippl Exposition.

Tlme has jostiied the s=anguine ex-
pectations of the men who hore the bur-
dens  of financierlug  and  promot-
Ing  the exposition and it phe
nomenal supecess in the  face  of
an  international wir and  other
seripus obstacles has not only caused a
radleal revision of opinion among local
croakers, but it has compelled recognl
tlon at the hands of the press all aver
the United States, which now frankly
concedes the Transmississippi Bxposition
to be, just what its projectors contended,
enterprise only to the
World's IFair.  The effeet upon the coun-
try at large Is slmoply amazing. The
promoters of the Panamerican exposi-
tion at Bulfale, it is said, will revise
that project In view of the suceess
scored by the Omaha affalr, while St
Louls 1s now ecarnestly discussing n
celebration of the contenary of the Lou-
Isiana purchase for the yvear 1904,

There 1s no longer room for question
a3 to the benefits Omaha and the Trans-
mississippi country arve enjoying by rea-
son of the exposition. The eity has been
by It Hfted to o higher plane in the es-
timation of the world, for a dity which
can prove ftself equal to a task of such
magnitude Is entitled to and will receive
encominms of merit that must continue
to be of inestimable value to it for years
to come,

UTILIZING CORNSTALKS,

New Discovery of lis Value as a Com:«
mercinl Commaodity,
Indianapolls Joufnal

The Journal. a few dayvs ngo, noted the
presence in this elty of Prof. H. W, Wiley
chief chemist of the Department of Agricul-
ture at Washington, who was on his way to

Rockford, 111, by direction of the depart-

ment, to Investigate and report upon & naw

process of manufacturing paper from the
nhive or outside of the cornstalk. Prof

Wiley was expected to arrive in Rockford

yosterday aod the Indications are that he

will be able to report the new process a

complete suceess, It 1s one of the maost in-

teresting discoveries of recent years and
bids falr to result in the establishment of
an Important new Industry. Like many
other valuable digcoveries It Is a sort of
slde result or sequence of other discoverles
preceding it. The corncob has, for some
vears, been utilized for pipe purposes, and
recently the pith of the cornsialk has been
converted into cellulose, which has become
an Important component in the manufacture
af modern battleships. This still left the
emooth and shiny outside of the cornstalk
unutilized, aud this it 18 which |8 now ¢on-
vorted into paper. The rapld accumulation
of corn shives, or the outer covering of
etalks, deprived of their pith for the manu-
facture of celluloze, led to experiments with
the refuss, resulling in the discovery that
it could be converted Into a fine quality of
paper and superior cardboard. The patentees
of the new protess clnlm that it will make
the ehive the most valuable part of the stalk
from a commercial standpoint, and they also
clalm that they will be able to contrel the
digcovery, *'Of course the secret 18 ours,"
gays the superintetdent of the Rockford
company, “and while It I8 not such a secret
after all, all I bave to eay is that no com-
do this they Infringe on our patents, and,
consequently, we are perfoctly sufe In say-
ing that nobtody else will ever make paper
from shives."
